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PREFACE 


This is the sixth issue of the Builetin on Food Statistics, in the previous 
issues, the Buiietin presented within a brief compass an integrated picture of the 
production, procurement, imports, distribution, rationing and prices of cereals in 
India. After the decontrol of foodgrains, procurement, rationing and price control 
have ccme to an end and the necessity for publishing these data in tfie present 
form is not so great now. It is, therefore, proposed to merge this publication in 
future with the other publication. ‘Food Situation in India* brought out by the 
Directorate of Economics and Statistics. This Is, therefore, the last issue of this 
publication. 

In this issue information has been given for the last three years only; at the end 
of important tables, however, a summary has been given showing the all-India 
position for earlier years. Certain tables, e. g., Rationed Population, Size and 
Composition of Rations, Issue Rates, Incidental Charges from Procurement to 
Wholesale Issue Stage, etc., which have very little relevance now, have been drop- 
ped, while some other tables relating to Inland Rail and River Borne Trade, Pur- 
chases made under the Price upport Scheme, etc., have been added. 

The detailed work in the preparation of this publication has been done by the 
Cereals aud Pulses Section of the Directorate of Economics and Statistics, Ministry 
of Food and Agriculture.

In Uttar Pradesh procurement of rice w'as given up in December 1953, 
though collection ol the quantity procured earlier continued ihereafier. Procurement of wheat and coarse 
pains was given up after the decont rol of these cereals in November. Small quantities of coarse grains were, 
however, procured during 1954 from the eastern districts of U.P. Some quantity of coarse grains was aiso pro- 
wred by Madhya Bharat in 1954. Procurement of rice was resumed in surplus districts of Madras in 1953. 
In Assam, Bombay, Punjab and Travancore-O>chin procurement of rice was stopped from 14th March 
1954, 2 1 St March 1954, 20ih February 1954, and 7th April 1954 respectively, and in other States pro- 
curement of rice was stopped completely from loih July, 1954 consequent upon complete decontrol of rice

Norr. — In I)cccmbcr 1954, the (Jovcrnmeni of India announced that in view of the fall in prices of some 
foodgrains to unduly low levels in some isolated areas, they would be prepared to purchase from cultivators, as a 
measure of relief, jowar at Rs. 5/8 - per maund, bajra at Rs. 6/- per maiind and maize at Rs. 5/8/- per 
maund at certain specified mandis where the prices fell below^ these levels. 7 'hc policy of limited price support 
was extended to wheat in March, 1955 when the Government announced that they would make purchases of 
F, A. Q. Wheat at rail-hciij mandis at’ Rs. 10 - per maund where its price fell below that level. In June 
19563 a minimum purchase price of Rs. 6/- per maund was antiounced for gram, the machinery for the 
purchase of gram being iho same as that for wheat. In August 1955. the Government announced its decision 
to make purchases of coarse rice, as a measure of price support, at selected mandis, if the price of that quality 
fell below Rs. 1 1 - per maund. 

The limited price support policy* for jowar, bajra and maize was extended in September 1955 to the 
*955-56 kharif crop when the Government of India announced the same minimum prices for these grains as 
were in force in 1954-55. 


No purchases of bajra and coarse rice were made during 1955 as the market prices of these cereals did 
not fall below the minimum prices announced by the Govcnuncni.
